A public meeting held at New 
York passed a resolution that as the Sultan had greatly oppressed the Armenians 
he had no right to rule over them any longer, as if ‘the meeting ‘had full power 
to make and unmake kings. The Piera correspondent of the Zimes says that the 
Sultan has despatched mullas to India, Egypt and other countries to stir up the 
fanaticism of: Musalmdis “and induce’them to accept ‘His Majesty as their Caliph. 
Nothing could be more absurd than such an allegation. The Muhammadan world 


have always regarded the Sultan as their head and require no prompting from 
mullas in the matter.

But alas! the principle on which the administration % ated 
on in India does not allow one to remain here a Liberal or Radical. The Indians 
had entertained very high hopes from the Government of Lord Elgin, expecting 
that, if not more, he would not possibly prove less broad-minded and sympa- 
thetic a Viceroy than Lord Ripon. But when he gave his consent to the Drainage 
Bill in Bengal, against which the public of that province had strongly protested, 
it created grave misgivings in the minds of the people as to His Exceilency’s 
ractice of /uberal views in India. His doings and speeches during his recent 
winter tour have altogether broken the hearts of the people and belied their 
long-cherished hope and faith they had placed in his Jiberalism. In former times 
when the rulers went out on tour they made ita point to personally know the views 
and see the condition of the people, and would gladly see every body and 
hear every thing one desired to speak to them. But an advanced Radical Viceroy 
declined to receive an address from the Mahajni Sabha of Madras, unless it. 
expunged certain paragraphs therefrom, which drew His Excellency’s attention 
toa number of very important and pressing Imperial questions! His Excellency 
also told the deputation of the Sarva Jantk Sabha at Poona that controversial 
matters should not be introduced in welcome addresses presented to him, that is 
to say, these addresses should contain mere flatteries of the addressee and praises 
of the local subordinate officers. The attitude which the Viceroy adopted in 
recelving and replying to addresses would imply that a Viceregal tour is simply 
an excursion of amusement intended for enjoying feasts in Native States, and so 
forth, and not at all to know the true condition and grievances of the people, 
the reports of the subordinate Anglo-Indian officers regarding these matters being 
taken for gospel truth. One is, however, pained to attribute such ideas and inten- 
tions to Lord Elgin.

This is not all. Ifhe fails to improve’ the condition of his treasury in reasonable 


time he is deprived of all power, and the Government of India makes its own arrange- 
ments for the administration uf his State. But it is a matter for deep regret that 
the finances of the Government of India itself have been in a very unsoynd 
state for some years past, so much so that even the Famine Insurance Fund, which is 
a kind of charitable fund, at least according to oriental ideas, has been devoted to 
the general purposes of the empire. The principal causes of the disturbance of 
the financial equilibrium are the ever-increasing militar expenditure, the subsidy 
and the presents to the Amir of Kabul, the heavy Home Charees, and the high sala- 
ries and the exchange compensation allowances paid to the Anglo-Indian officers. 
Therecan be no improvement in the Indian finances until and unless these heavy drains 
on the Treasury are checked. Mr, Malabari rightly observes : “The real remedy lies 
in England gradually relieving India of part of the burden that does not fall legiti- 
mately on her,” England should share with India the cost of the Indian army 
which is always ready to fight England’s battles as well. There is room for the 
curtailment of the Home Charges, especially the cost of the India Office. Moreover, 
the rate of exchange compensation allowance should be diminished and the cheap 
native agency more largely employed in the administration.
